They 
are more and more inclined toward your method of retreats, 
even very small ones in homes, or several of them, with one 
or two people to lead them, instead of the large superficial 
institutes. He is trying to talk Ruth Nichols into doing 
some hedge-hopping in a plane after the war with four or five 
leaders and setting down in small communities and having 
as many small groups meet in different places as there are 
leaders, and rotating them. He did so want to talk over a 
lot of things with you.
